' The unsuccessful assault on 
Keren followed an advance up 
the road through the mountains 
from Asmara, where a guerrilla 
siege was broken oo July 28. 
Another government force is 
believed to be marching to- 
wards Keren from Agordat, 82 
kilometers to the west. 

The guerrilla reports say 
the initial round of fighting 
was bloody, with about 700 
government militiamen killed 
in four massed charges against 
the guerrilla guns on Monday. 

The Ethiopian forces then 
turned to sophisticated armor, 
artillery and rocket launchers 
but by Thursday another 1.5QD 
attackers were dead and the 
government units withdrew, the 
EPLF spokesman said. 

“It was a massacre," he said. 
He added that up to 15,000 
government troops were com- 
mitted and the guerrillas des- 
troyed 13 tanks and captured 
one. 

Before the assault on Keren, - 
the EPLF had withdrawn from 
towns it held since last year. 

Its allied organization, the 
Eritrean Liberation Front 
(ELF), is said by informed 
■sources here to be demoraliz- 
ed after, a. string of setbacks in 
ibo territory it once controlled 
in the northwest of the pro- 
vince.

Carter: Failure of summit 
could trigger off M.E. war 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 
(Agencies) — President Carter 
has declared that a new Middle 
East conflict could flare up if 
next month’s summit, between 
the U.S., Egypt and Israel did 
not get peace negotiations mov- 
ing again. 

The president delivered his 
warning at a White House 
news conference Thursday, on 
the eve of his departure on 
holiday. 

He called the meeting to be 
held between himself, Israel’s 
Mena hem Begin and Egypt's 
President Anwar Sadat at his 
Camp * David mountain retreat 
— a serious political risk with 
no guarantee of success. 

“It is a very high risk thing 
for me politically, because now 
I think if we are unsuccessful 
at Camp David, I will certainly 
have to share part of the blame 
for that failure,” he said. “But 
1 don’t see that 1 could do any- 
thing differently.” 

“I pray and hope the whole 
nation and the whole world 
will pray that we do not fail, 
because failure could result in 
a new conflict in the Middle 
East,” the U.S leader said. 

Carter will return from his 
two-and-a-half week vacation 
only a day or, so before the 
Sept 5 summit. 

The United States had no 
advance commitment from 

either leader to change his posi- 
tion. But Carter said their quick 
assent to his hand-written invi- 
tations this month indicated 
acceptance of the principles he 
urged them ,to observe: A halt 
to polemics and flexibility at 
the summit itself. 

Meanwhile Syria came out 
squarely against the Camp 

David s ummi t with scathing at- 
tacks by President Hafez Assad 


and his Foreign Minister Abdul 
HaJim Khaddam. 

“It’s a new ambush for the 
Arab cause,” said Assad of the 
forthcoming Camp David talks. 

“Any results of the conferen- 
ce can only be against our 
interests." Assad told reporters 
after a meeting Thursday with 
visiting former Lebanese Pre- 
sident Suleiman Franjieh. 

Assad’s remarks were broad- 
cast by the state Syrian radio 
two days after Khaddam ridi- 
clued the scheduled summit 

Kb ad dam said: "Israel has 
stripped Sadat of all his poli- 
tical clothing since he embark- 
ed upon his ill-fated unilateral 
peace initiative in November." 

Syria leads a hardline front 
in the Arab world that opposes 
Sadat’s initiative. 

Assad, however, did not nile 
out the chances of a negotiated 
settlement between Arab coun- 
tries and Israel, “provided the 
proper conditions and climate 
are ensured.” 

He said Arab-Israeli talks 
could then be held at Geneva, 


the United Nations or some 
other foreign venue. “The site 
of the talks is not the important 
issue. It is the substance that 
matters.” be added. 

In a related development 
King Hussein of Jordan was 
quoted Friday as praising 
Sadat’s initiative though be re- 
mained cautious about any Jor- 
danian participation in it. 

In an interview with the 
Japanese daily Asa hi Shrmbun 
King Hussein expressed the 
hope that any outcome from 
the Camp David tripartite talks 
would be in line with United 
Nations Resolution 242. 

He said the key to tbe pro- 
posed talks between the three 
leaders lay with the Israelis, 
who had the greatest respon- 
sibility for themselves and for 
the Arab world. 

“We will be watching what 
happens and will move from 
there,” King Hussein said. 

In Tel Aviv Israeli officials 
began work Friday preparing 
position papers for the Camp 
David summit. 


At the same time ministers 
began their own preparations 
for a political debate opening 
in the cabinet next Sunday to 
discuss Begins new proposal 
for a partial agreement to be 
incorporated later into a per- 
manent settlement, rather than 
interim agreements. 

, Begin announced three days 
ago that he was “ready to 
discuss a partial agreement to 
make «ay for peaceful rela- 
tions until we can obtain a 
treaty” during the Camp David 
talks. 

He said he was referring “to 
an agreement which would be 
pan of a permanent peace 
settlement, not an interim 
agreement which would be only 
temporary.’’

Plot to topple government

ISLAMABAD. Pakistan Aug. 
18 (Agencies) — A plot aimed 
at toppling the government of 
President Nur M uh a mm ad 
Taraki in Afghanistan has been 
unearthed. Radio Kabul said 
Thursday night. 

The radio, monitored in Is- 
lamabad by Radio Pakistan, 
said the plot was led by 
Defense Minister Brig.-Gen. 
Abdul Qadir. Abdul Qadir and 
a- number of the co-plotters 
have been arrested, the radio 
said. 

Among several persons arres- 
ted with Abdul Qadir was chief 
of army staff Maj. -Gen. Shah 
Pur, according to a Friday 
broadcast. 

Several prominent persons 
are also expected to be named 
along with those arrested in tbe 
ptf e y*f anti-government plot as 
more details come to light. 

The radio broadcast said an- 
other prominent person arrest- 
ed during Thursday’s swoop 


down on anti-Taraki elements 
was Dr. Mir Ali Akbar. chief 
of the Jumhuriat Hospital 1 of 
Kabul. Both were arrested with 
Abdul Qadir, according to Ka- 
bul Radio quoted by Radio 
Pakistan. 

Taraki has assumed tbe portr 
folio of the ministry of defense. 
Taraki will be assisted in his 
expanded work by Deputy 
Prime Minister Hafeullah 
Amin, the broadcast said. 

Abdul Qadir was a major in 
the Afghan Air Force until 
April this year. He led the 
April 27 military coup which 
toppled then President Sardar 
M uhamm ad Daoud- Daoud, 
several of his family members 
and a number of cabinet col- 
leagues were killed in the 
: bloody military coup. 

Abdul Qadir and his military 
associates freed Taraki, who 
had hem put in jail by Daoud 
and was installed as president 
of the new government. Abdul 
Qadir survived an attempt on 


his life soon after the coup. 
He was injured. Tbe attackers 
were not identified. 

The official communique Fri- 
day said “tbe government of 
the Democratic Republic of 
Afghanistan took a timely note 
of the subversive activities of 
some dishonest elements and 
has unearthed a plot, wherein 
a number of dishonest persons 
were working against the peo- 
ples’ interests. 

“This group included Defense 
■Minister Brigadier General Ab- 
dul Qadir. chief of the army 
staff, Major General Shah Pur, 


BEIRUT. Aug. 18 (Agen- 
cies) — The peacekeeping com- 
mand of Arab League forces 
accused right-wing militiamen 
FHday of firing two shells 
into Beirut’s sea port to keep 
the facility closed. 

A communique also accused 
rightists of fortifying their 
military positions and bringing 
in arms reinforcements in vio- 
lation of a nine-day-old cease- 
fire. 

Former President Camille 
Chamoun, over-all leader of 
the Rightist Front, reported in 
a public statement that Syrian 
peacekeeping units were bring- 
ing “massive reinforcements of 
troops and armor” into the ca- 
pital’s eastern sector. 

He said the Syrians violated 
the ceasefire accord by failing 
to pull out completely from 
the Christian area and by oc- 
cupying more high-rise apar- 
ments for new round of fight- 
ing. 

But Chamoun did not deny 
the peacekeeping commando’s 
charge that tbe rightists fired 
at the port. 

The blasts frightened wor- 


furure negotiations on a poli- 
tical settlement in Lebanon, 
informants reported. 

They said right-wing ieaders

American balloonists complete 
first trans-A tlantic crossing 


PARIS, Aug. 18 (Agencies) 
— Three jubilant American 
balloonists landed their “Dou- 
ble Eagle IT airship in a grain- 
field in Northern France 

Thursday to climax the world’s 
first trans-Atlantic balloon 

crossing 

“I did it, dad, I did it, dad,” 
wept crewman Larry Newman 
on his father’s shoulder as be 
stepped from the craft to the 
cheers of hundreds of Fren- 
chmen. 

The bafioooists fold a Pans . 
news conference Friday they 
hoped to balloon around the 
world in 30 days. 

Fifty-one years after Char- 
les Lindbergh’s historic New 
York-fParis solo airplane vo- 
yage, the 1 1-story, 10,550- 
pound balloon carefully con- 
ducted its six-day, 5,000 kilo- 
meter voyage at 1750 GMT 
some 100 kilometers west of 
Paris, in the fading light of a 
beaizifui summer evening. 

“The reason we wanted to 
c ome to France, was Charles 
Liodburgh,” said Maxie An- 


derson. “He's an inspiration to 
many generations of French- 
men and Awericans.” 

Anderson, 44, Newman, 31, 
and Ben Abruzzo, 48, all from 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, 
were in good health and great 
spirits after succeeding where 
17 other balloon teams had 
failed. Six men and one wo- 
man died trying the trans-At- 
lantic crossing, first attempted 
in 1873. 

Abruzzo said the global, 30- 
day project would be expensive 
but cheaper than, for instance, 
dizribiDg Mount Everest. 

“With the right balloon, we 
could get to higher altitudes 
and go round the world in 30 
days,” he said. 

Abruzzo said Lhe idea came 
to him the night before the 
czbw landed their balloon. 

Asked what they had in fact 
accomplished, Abruzzo said. 
“There are certain challenges 
that, if not met from time to 
time, do not move society for- 
ward.” 

Anderson added that balloo- 


ning had begun in Prance, that 
men had tried to cross the At- 
lantic since 1873, “and we 
came here to complete history, 
not to make it.” 

Their Bight — a world re- 
cord for endurance lasting near- 
ly six days — sent a flash of 
excitement through this nation. 

Just as Lindbergh’s plane 
was savaged by souvenir hun- 
ters before police rescued it 
so the crowds trampled on the 
balloon. Some people even rip- 
ped off pieces of it with knives, 
nati files or even their fingers. 
Police rolled it up before much 
damage had been done. 

Shortly after they landed 
President Jimmy Carter sent a 
telegram of congratulations sa- 
ying that “individual ads of 
bravery and skill still capture 
our collective imagination.” 
The president also invited them 
to visit the White House. 

The French government, 
whose Tricolor ‘Jlew alongside 
the Stars and Stripes on their 
balloon as it landed, planned

rare species 
of antelope 


MORGES, Switzerland, Aug. 

18 (AP) — Specimens of one of 
the world's rarest species of 
antelope are to be sent from 
the United States to Jordan and 
East Germany under a special 
program organized by the Wor- 
ld Wildlife Fund. 

Four female Arabian oryx 
will shortly be flown to Jor- 
dan jn an attempt to re-intro- 
duce the species into its desert 
homeland, where it is believed 
to be extinct in the wild, a 
fund statement said Friday. 

In addition, the antelope will 
also be sent to zoos in East 
Berlin, Rotterdam, Antwerp 
and Hanover, it added. 

All the creatures come from 
the so-called “World Herd" of 
Oryx established in Phoenix, 
Arizona following the captise 
for breeding of three endan- 
gered qiecuneos in Arabia. The 
herd has since expanded to 
other U.S. cities. 
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the U.N . General Assembly 
equating Zionism with racism. 

Fattal said many states and 
individuals at the U.N. con- 
ference considered it an of- 
fence to ideals of justice that " 
“the issue of Zionism is be- 
ing on purpose evaded" at a 
time when Israel had public- 
ly announced new Jewish set- 
tlements on Arab lands and 
property. 

US., Israel 
sign new air 
agreement 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 
(AP)— The United States and 
Israel have signed a new civil 
aviation agreement that is ex- 
pected to lead to lower air 
fares between the two coun- 
tries and will allow Israel's 
chief airline to land in four 
more U.S. cities. 

The agreement grants Israel 
two new landing points of its 
choosing in the United States, 
in addition to New York 
where EJ A1 airliners current- 
ly laud. Israel will pick ano- 
ther two cities after one 
year. 

U.S. officials said it was 
their understanding that Is- 
rael would choose Chicago 
and Miami as landing points 
immediately and Boston and j 
Los Angeles in one year. j 
Israeli officials, however, 
have not officially announced i 
which cities they will pick. | 
The agreement, signed by 
Deputy Secretary of State , 
Warren Christopher and Is- 
raeli Ambassador Simcha Di- 
ntez, also provides for unres- 
tricted charter flights for air- 
lines of both poultries. 

Christopher said the agree- 
ment will lead to a 28 per 
cent cut in the cost of flights 
by El AJ airlines, to and from 
the United States.

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Croatians free six hostages 
after 10-hour Chicago siege 


CHICAGO, Illinois Aug. 18 
(DPI) — Two Croatian terror- 
ists burst into the West Ger- 
man Consulate Thursday and 
took, eight persons hostage at 
gunpoint, but surrendered, un- 
conditionally 10 hours later 
and released their six remaining 
prisoners unharmed. 

The Croations, both reported- 
ly living in the Chicago area, 
bad demanded the release of 
their countryman Stepjan Bil- 
andzic, recently convicted in 
Germany of the attempted mur- 
der of a Yugoslav diplomat. 

The surrender came shortly 
before 8 p.m. (4 a.ra. Saudi 
Time), in the building on posh 
Michigan Avenue. The terror- 
ists, well-dressed men identifi- 
ed only as “Mike” and 
“Clobo," were whisked away in 
a police car into the custody 
of the FBI. 

One of the key negotiators, 
police said, was Bilandzic's bro- 


ther Ivan, also reportedly liv- 
ing in the Chicago area. Chi- 
cago Mayor Michael A. Bilan- 
dic — who is himself of Croat- 
ian descent — was present dur- 
ing the last two hours of nego- 
tiations but did not directly 
participate. 

Ivan Btlandzic was brought 
in “to convince them they 
should surrender" m face-to- 
face negotiations, police said. 

Police Lt. Dave Mozee said 
earlier reports were false that the 
two terrorists were armed with 
explosives, but said they bad 
automatic weapons, believed to 
be revolvers. 

Several dozen Croatian sup- 
porters waved a three-striped 
red-white-and-blue flag, shouted 
slogans and sang songs across 
the street during and after the 
announcement of surrender 
At least two men and a woman 
periodically waved during the 
nego tiatio ns from the 10th 


Mystery blast killsjman 
on Philippines a irliner 


MANILA, Aug. 18 (R) — 
A mystery explosion ripped a 
hole in the skin of a Philippin- 
es Airliner Friday, killing one 
passenger who was sucked out 
of the plane, and injuring four 
others. 

It was the second time in 
three years that the same plane, 
a British-built BAC 1-11 twin- 
jet of the Philippine Airlines 
(PAL), has been damaged by 
an explosion, airline sources 
said. 

They said the plane, carry- 
ing 78 passengers and six crew, 
was 40 minutes out from the 
central city of Cebu on a do- 
mestic flight, to Manila when 
the blast occurred in its left 
rear toilet. 

Veteran pilot Antonio Misa, 
57, managed to land the dep- 
ressurized plane safely at Ma- 
nila's Air Force base 15 minu- 
tes later, after first diving shar- 
ply from 24,000 feet to 10,000 

Cause of the blast was not 
immediately known, but airline 
sources said military investi- 


gators thought it might have 
been a plastic explosives de- 
vice. 

There was speculation that 
the incident might be connect- 
ed with rebels in the southern 
Philippines, who claimed credit 
for two domestic flight hijack- 
ings in 1976. 

Minutes before Friday's _ 
blast, when the plane was about 
120 miles south of Manila, a 
man was seen entering the la- 
vatory. He was sucked out of 
the blast hole as a result of 
the sudden depressurization. 

Oxygen masks dropped au- 
tomatically in front of the pas- 
sengers enabling them to brea- 
th in the thin air while the 
plane was diving. 

The airline sources said the 
plane was damaged during a 
flight in 1975 in which a land 
grenade went off, killing one 
person and injuring 45 others. 

For Captain Misa, who is 
also president of the Philippin- 
es Airline Pilots’ Association, 
it was his second dramatic in- 
flight experience. 


At U.K. research plant 

More workers suspected 
of radiation overdoses 


LONDON, Aug. 18 lAP) — 
Nine more workers at Bri- 
tain’s atomic warfare research 
plant have apparently received 
overdoses ot radioactive pluto- 
nium, the Ministry of Defense 
has said. 

The statement followed posi- 
tive overdose results Tuesday 
on three women who worked 
in the laundry of the establish- 
ment at Aldermaston, 30 miles 
west of London. 

In none of the cases there 
is evidence of physical harm, 
said the ministry. 

“ The standard exceeded is the 
International Commission on 
Radiological Protection's re- 
commended limit, an official 
said, but he could not say what 
actual dose of radiation this 
represented. 

The nine men found Wed- 
nesday to be apparently conta- 
minated have been withdrawn 
from all contact with radio- 
active materials pending further 


tests to verify the findings of 
“whole body monitoring." 

“Whole body monitoring," a 
practice instituted this year, has 
been used on 90 persons so 
far, the official said, and re- 
sults on 78 of them have been 
negative. 

In the case of the men, “even 
at the worst estimated levels, 
there is not likely to be any 
harmful effect’’ 

The men worked in various 
parts of the plant. 

The women are not believed 
to be in any danger either, the 
ministry said Tuesday, although 
plutonium levels concentrated 
in their lungs were twice the 
internationally recognized safe- 
ty levels. 

Because of the discovery the 
laundry, which washes the 
protective clothing worn by 
research workers, has been 
closed down and the women 
'given jobs in safer areas.

He was slated for extradition 
to Yugoslavia, where he faced 
a possible death sentence.

Cons- 
tant communications were main- 
tained in Washington with Bonn 
and Belgrade. 

Taking part in the Chicago 
negotiations were a top attache 
of the West German embassy 
in Washington and Ivan Biland- 
zic.

A special FBI team, unarm- 
ed, was engaged in face-to-face 
negotiations with the invaders 
through most of the day.

EX-OAman 
arrested 
for spying 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 
(AP) — A 23-year -old former 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy employee has been arrested 
in suburban Chicago on char-' 
ges of delivering a national de- 
fence document to the Soviet . 
■Union. 

William P. Kampiles, a sales 
representative for a drug com- 
pany in suburban Chicago, was 
arrested on the basis of a com- 
plaint filed before a U.S. ma- 
gistrate in Chicago, the FBI 
said, adding that Kampiles was 
charged with giving the Soviets 
a document relating to the na- 
tional defense entitled, “KH-l t. 
System Technical Manual” 
which was classified top sec- 
ret. 

The FBI complaint alleged 
that Kampiles gave the docu- 
ment to a Soviet by the name 
of “Michael" on or about 
March 2, 1978, in Athens, and 
was paid $3,000. 

Kampiles was employed as a 
watch officer for the CIA from 
Mareh to November 1977. 

He allegedly took the docu- 
ment from CIA headquarters 
while working there and kept 
it when he moved to Chicago*.

make “any major concessions” 
in the pressmen’s strike that has 
crippled the city's three major 
newspapers for nine days.

The strike expanded Thurs- 
day to include the paperhandl- 
ers, who set up picket lines at 
the “Times” and “News” and 
said they would begin picketing 
the “Post” Friday. 

The leaders of 10 newspaper 
unions met Thursday. The news, 
papers employ about 10,000 
persons.

MOSCOW, Aug. 18 lAPJ — 
A Soviet court dropped its case 
against two American reporters 
Friday, saying widespread pub- 
licity has made retraction of a 
“libelous" story unnecessary. 

But Judge Lev Almazov said 
he would inform the Soviet 
Foreign Ministry he considered 
the conduct of reporters Craig 
R. Whitney of the “New York 
Times" and Harold D. Piper of 
the “Baltimore Sun" “disres- 
pectful to the court." 

Both reporters have stayed 
away from the court hearings 
on their case. Neither was pre- 
sent Friday, although they were 
represented by Soviet-lawyer 
David M. Axelbant. 

Almazov’s action leaves open 
the possibility the Foreign 
Ministry could take some ac- 
tion against the reporters. A 
prosecutor had asked that the 
ministry remove their press, 
accreditation, a move that 
would mean they would have 
to leave the country. 

Almazov said he was dis- 
continuing the case after the 
plaintiff, the Soviet Comminee 
on Radio and Television, said 
it was no longer demanding the 
retraction because its honor 
had been vindicated by news 
converage of the case. 

Whitney and Piper were 
found guilty at a July 18 hear- 
ing of slandering Soviet televi- 
sion in stories they wrote cast- 
ing doubt on the authenticity of 
the televised confession by 
Georgian dissident Zviad Gam- 
sakhurdia. 

They were ordered to print 
retractions and to pay fines and 
court costs. Their newspapers 
refused to print retractions, but 
have paid the fines and court 
costs.' 

Almazov quoted the plaintiffs’ 
letter as saying that because of 
wide publicity in the press, in- 
ducing the “New York Times'’ 
and “Baltimore Sun" themsel- 
ves. “the world public has had 
an opportunity to see for itself 
that the articles by Piper 
and Whitney were libelous and 
that Gamsakhurdia’s confession 
was genuine and voluntary." 

Gamsakhurdia testified at 
the July 18 hearing, saying his 
confession was not a misre- 
presentation of his views, as 
Whitney and Piper had sugges- 
ted. 

- Because of the publicity, the 


letter said, the printing of a 
retraction wouid now be "irre- 
levant." 

Piper told correspondents 
after the hearing *ha: he was 
delighted the court proceedings 
had come :o an end. “1 do no: 
feel this is a method ihat can 
be used too often." he said. 

"If every time a correspon- 
dent writes something that the 
authorities do no* like he is 
brought into court, it would end 
up making the Soviet Union 
look ridiculous." 

Whitney said. *T am glad 
that the case is finally over al- 
though 1 deplore the fact thu: 
il went so far. 

“It is important that a So- 
viet court has failed to dictate 
to American newspapers what 
they may print in the U.S. 1 
hope the way this has ended 
will discourage any attempt in 
future to use the same methods 
against the correspondents of 
any country." 

Almazov icid the courtroom, 
where only Western reporters' 
were in attendance, that he 
would have proceeded with the 
case if he had noL received 
the letter from Soviet Radio and 
Television. 

Two coun-imposed deadlines 
passed this summer with the 
“Times” and the "Sun" refus- 
ing to print the court-ordered 
retractions.

KHARTOUM, Aug. 18 
<AP) — Heavy rains washed 
out the railroad Cracks Unking 
Port Sudan with the capital 
Khartoum and otto regions of 
Sudan forcing the government 
Friday to ration fneL 

A government decision said 
private cars would be allowed 
five gallons of fuel every th- 
ree days and public vehicles 
would have double that 
amount. 

A combination of heavy 
rains and limited hard curren- 
cy has caused on and off fuel 
-shortages in Sudan for the past 
three years. 

Sudan imports its fuel from 
Iraq and Kuwait and has been 
bartering cotton for oil with 
Egypt. But a hard currency 
shortage is causing irregular 
fuel imports. 

Fuel, tike other supplies im- 
ported at Port Sudan, is dis- 
tributed throughout the coun- 
try by railroad. But recurrent 
rail washouts during tbe rainy 
season has aggravated fuel 
shortage and led to long tine- 
tqis at gas stations in Khar- 
toum, 400 miles southeast of 
Port Sudan. 

The fuel shortage is also ad- 
versly affecting agriculture and 
irrigation, mechanized in many 
parts of fowfan One of the 
areas most affected is Gezira, 
in central Sudan, where the 
government owned cotton plan- 
tations are the backbone of the 
country’s economy. 

Autumn is the rainy season 
in Sudan. When it started 
about three - weeks ago some 
100 villages were completely 
destroyed and 500,000 persons 
made homeless as a result of 
subsequent floods. Also, 1.5 
nrWTTi nn acres of the 22 million 
cropland were destroyed.

One London dealer commen- 
ted cautiously: “There’s the 

possibility of the U.S. taking 
action to make its currency 
more attractive, but it's just 
too early to start -selling again. 
Every day that Washington 
falls ti> do something, the pres- 
sure on the dollar will build. ” 

Tbe dollar opened strongly 
in Europe in the wake of Car- 
ter's statement, but by the end 
of the day it had slipped back 
and dosed little changed from 
Thursday. 

Normally, that would have 
been a good day for the dol- 
lar, but on jumpy foreign ex- 
change markets it was, despite 
Carte’s remarks, pretty nega- 
tive in nervous, erratic trading. 

A Paris dealer commented: 
“We’re waiting for initiatives 
from Washington.” 

Many dealers surmised mat 
Carter’s statement w as d esign- 
ed to give the much-battered 
dollar a breathing space with 
tiie promise of action to quiet- - 
en foreign critics, but was not 
a4 any meaningful sup- 
port of the currency until h 
was to Washington’s advantage.

in imports fell to 13 per cent 
from 10.1 per cent of the first 
half of 1977. 

Imports from Arab oil-pro- 
during countries declined dis- 
proportionately. On a value 


basis, oil imports from Arab 
lands totaled 5.6 billion marks, 
off 27.0 per cent from 7.7 bil- 
lion -marks in the year-ago 
period. On a volume basis, oil 
imports from Arab lands were 
oft 18.3 per cent at 25.4 mil- 
lion tons from 31.1 million tons 
in the year-earlier period. 

Because of the sharp decline 
in Arab oil imports. West Ger- 
many registered a trade surplus 
of 1.208 billion marks in the 
1978 first half against a deficit 
of 307.4 million marks in the 
year ago period. 

Excluding oil imports, West 
Germany's trade surplus with 
Arab countries narrowed to 
6.830 billion marks in tbe 1978 
half from 7.392 billion marks 
in the same period last year. 


French tycoon , Boussac , 
loses textile business 


PARIS, Aug. 18 (R) — 
French textile tycoon Marce 
Boussac, 89. who recently sold 
his string of racehorses and a 
Paris daily newspaper in an 
attempt to save his business 
empire, has lost the battle. 

He agreed Friday to hand 
over control of his textile busi- 
ness, including the Chmuan 
Dior fashion house, to another 
industrial group — a move 
ordered by the Paris Commer- 
cial Court 

Last May the same court 
granted a three month mora- 
torium on debts of the Boussac 
group — 8837 million francs 
(about $170 million). 

Main shareholders of the 
Agache-Willot group taking 
over remaining industrial hold- 
ings of Boussac that once made 
him reputedly the richest man 
in France are the four brothers 
Antoine, Bernard, Jean-Pierre 
and Regis WilloL Their inte- 
rests range from textile to de- 
partment stores. 

It was only last June that 
Boussac. whose 21 -plants in the 
textile industry earned him the 
title “king of cotton,” threw 
his personal fortune into the 
battle to save the crumbling 
empire. 

It included tbe blue blooded 
string of racehorses — among 


them the three-year-old Cot 
Acamas which the same month 
gave him his 12th French derby 
win. Also sold were the con- 
servative Paris daily “iL’Aurore” 
and its sister racing paper 
“Paris-Turf: a stud farm, 

chateaux and a country estate, 
property in Paris and a fat 
portfolio of shares, leaving 
aside enough for only his per- 
sonal needs. 

Spinning and weaving mills 
in the Vosges Forest of eastern 
France provided the bulk of 
Boussac’s wealth and it was a 
second empire based on fa- 
shion. horse-racing and the 
press that he put up for sale 
as private assets worth an esti- 
mated 800 million francs ($150 
million). 

The Agache-Willot takeover 
announced Friday means that 
the firm headed by the four 
brothers will honor all the 
Boussac group debts, trade 
union officials told reporters. 

The rescue plan involves the 
dismissal of 700 of about 7,000 
Boussac employees, most of 
them working in unprofitable 
factories in the eastern Vosges, 
and paying off 600 others 
under an early retirement plan. 
Agache-Willot sources said the 
cost of the operation was in 
the region of 700 million francs 
($140 million).

The troubles in Iran are giving the Arabs, especially in 
those states neighboring Iran, cause for great worry. They are 
wo fried for Iran, a neighbor sharing a great common heritage 
with the Arabs, and for themselves on the assumption that 
developments in Iran are bound to influence the state of 
affairs in the whole region in view of Iran’s political and 
economic importance. 

The reasons for the troubles are well known: The Shah's 
White Revolution has placed him in an unenviable position 
between the hammer of the conservative and feudal dements 
in the country and the anvil of leftist radicalism. The con- 
servatives feel that the Shah’s reforms are encroaching on 
their power while the leftists see them as sham progressiveness 
mainly designed to take die wind from their sails. The two 
aides are wrong but this is not the first time that the extreme 
right and left have joined hands against the center nor will 
it be the last. Historically, die two extremes betray more 
similarities with one another, like intolerance of other political 
hues, than between either of them and the center which is 
nearer geographically to either side. 

Caught in the middle, the Shah has- openly hinted at 
American involvement and has also accused the radical Pales- 
tinians, The latter, few among their own people, lack the 
afoiiity to influence events in such a powerful country as Iran 
but the Americans are a different thing. American involve- 
ment, be it in Iran or in changing weather patterns, has been 
an “in" thing for decades now: It is the “chic” theory that 
has never gone out of fashion. The Shah has his own sources 
of Information upon which he draws his own conclusions. But 
let us consider the theoretical aspects of the “American con- 
nection." Its protagonists see a spot of oil marring Irano- 
American relations. To reach the conclusion tbat the UJS. is 
forsaking Iran, they list the following reasons: 

— The Soviet Union, will need to import oil in the '80s (a 
CIA report has already confirmed this) and since oil has be- 
come the lifeline of any industrial society the Soviet Union 
wiH go to war if it is denied access to oB sources. 

— Iran has just the right amount of exported oil to meet 
Soviet needs in the '80s and possibly the '90s. 

— Iran shares a common border with the Soviet Union so 
there is no need to involve or upset third parties and it has 
always bad a strong leftist movement which can deal with 
Moscow. 

But if the U.S. is ready to sacrifice Iran cm the altar of 
detente why has it built it into such a formidable military 
power? The theoreticians have a simple answer for that: The 
U.S. has erred. To expound on the “mistake" theory, the 
theoreticians note that the U.S. has grossly erred in the past: 
militarily in Vietnam and economically over ofl. The Vietnam 
mistake needs no special comment but the ofl factor goes like 
this: The U.S. pumped its oil weUs dry before it realized that 
it lost its strategic reserves and fell at the mercy of the Arabs 
and other producers. This is good for us Arabs, otherwise the 
oil weapon would have been Hunt, but it is not good for 
America which could have saved its own oil and imported 
what it needed to preserve its ability to defy any embargo by 
. threatening to pump its own oil. Now that it has squandered 
■ its natural reserves it is planning to bnild underground sflos 
_o pump oft back in. So, the theoreticians argue, the U.S. com- 
mitted a mistake in building the Iranian arsenal without anti- 
cipating the Soviet Union’s energy needs. 

In the final analysis, the whole “American connection" 
may be sheer fantasy. The Arabs hope that ft is so because 
the assumption, if it exists, is that Iran's troubles wfll be limited 
to Iran. Arabs feel that if there are to be changes in Iran 
they will be affected too. So they pray that Iran and their 
countries are spared the dire test. For the time being, the 
Arabs look askance at developments inside their big neighbor. 
The Arabs say that “if your neighbor shaves his beard, start 
wetting yours." - -

Iraq and the West

WASHINGTON — 

That clatter you hear in the 
background is the boys beat- 
ing the drums for the newest 
name on the list of the deser- 
ving needy ... the New York 
stock market. People must buy 
stocks to pull America out of 
the doldrums — which means 
cutting the capital gains tax. 

Cut capital gains and the 
Dow Jones will surge, rush, 
zoom and leap forward 500 
points, American businessmen ' 
■will have money to buy new 
machines and employ more 
people.. ..but only i£ that tax is 
cut because . investors won’t 
risk their money if they have 
to band over their profits to 
the federal tax racketeers. 

Nevertheless there are other 
causes, having nothing to do 
with taxes, for the fact five 
million fewer investors are in 
the market than there used to 
be. 

One of the causes is the be- 
lief that stock prices are dis-. 
honestly rigged. You don’t have 
to read the smudged mimeogra- 
phed sheets distributed by mi- 
nuscule, socialist corpuscles to 
be exposed to the opinion there 
is massive law-breaking in the 
stock market Look at the bu- 
siness press. Read Robert Blei- 
berg in “Barrons" (July 24tb): 
“.... illegal trading on inside 
information is running riot up 
and down Wall Strok" 

A jockey who bets against 
'the favorite because he knows, 
while the betting public doesn't 
that the hox&e has a chest cold 
is washing in on insider infor- 
mation. The president of a' 
company who secretly buys 
stocks after he learns of a new 


lucrative merger offer is also 
■ashing in on insider informa- 
tion and breaking the law. This 
law is -broken so often that 
the "Wall Street Journal” re- 
ported there is circumstantial 
evidence that there was illegal 
insider traffic in the stocks of 
27 out of 30 companies sub- 
ject to merger offers in Ap- 
ril and May of this year alone. 

If any potential investors can 
read the market is a swindle 
in the most respected organs 
of the business press it’s absurd 
to go fishing for fancy expla- 
nations for the refusals of bu- 
yers to volunteer to get their 
pockets picked. Nor is that the 
only kind of readily available 
bummer business news to scare 
off buyers. . 

In “Business Week" they can 
learn about the bankruptcy of 
the Washington Group, Inc., 
whose chief executive officer 
was Smith Bagley, President 
Carter’s friend and frequent 
host. In a complicated set of 
deals it appears that Bagley 
and an associate borrowed mo- 
ney, bought a company with it 
and then made the company 
liable for the debt. Not a very 
nice deal for the company's 
stockholders, nor is that all. 

“Business Week" reports the 
Justice Department and the 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission have started an inves- 
tigation of the Washington 
Group, Inc. ' 

It's no wonder a lot of folks 
prefer the risk of real estate. 

Would-be stock market in- 
vestors remember Avon. In the 
past five years toe value of 
Avon stock has fallen 65 per 
cent, which adds up to a S5 
billion beating for the compa- 


ny’s shareholders. 

News of such exceptional 
wrecks can frighten off people 
from stocks in general Many 
also don't buy because Wall 
Street has gone out of its way 
to merchandise itself as an in- 
ternational casino. Along with 
the executives of many of the 
companies whose stock Wall 
Street sells, brokers have push- 
ed the idea of buying as a 
gamble on future price rises 
so long and so loud they have 
convinced the world that own- 
ing stock is a leisure-time ac- 
tivity, an entertainment diver- 
sion for money you don't real- 
ly need and can afford to lose. 

As the stockbroker's came to 
resemble the S2 betting win- 
dow, owning stock came to 
feel less tike owning a piece of 
a business than like visiting 
Churchill Downs, that track 
down in Kentucky where they 
run the derby. And, with divi- 
dends kept forever low, poten- 
tial customers can’t help but 
feel used and besieged. For all 
the talk out of businessmen’s 
mouths about what they owe, 
their stockbrokers, the way 
they act conveys the message! 
that it*s really very little. 

Stockholders see their mo- 
ney sunk into bombastically 
designed, horrendously expen- 
sive headquarters buildings and 
into fancypants private jets. 

They look at their shrunken, 
mishapened investments, their 
flat dividend checks and listen 
to the screaming about ending 
tax deductions, so they sell out 
and buy bonds or real estate 
or antique toys — anything 
that will hold its value. 

It wasn’t just the tax that- 
played matador to the bull 
market. — (KFS)

BAGHDAD— 
At the height of this spring’s 
war between Ethiopia and 
Somalia, Soviet Ambassador 
Anatoly Barkovs ky was abrupt- 
ly summoned to the Iraqi Fore- 
ign M inistry . 

Foreign Minister ' Sadoun 
Hammadi bluntly told the Soviet 
envoy that Soviet planes were 
not to use Iraqi airfields — or 
even fly through, Iraqi air 
space— in resupplying Cuban 
forces fighting on the Horn of 
Africa. 

The incident illustrates the 
mounting strains in Iraq’s rela- 
tionship with Moscow, and 
Baghdad’s growing determina- 
tion to act strictly in what jt 
views as its own self-interest. 

As the first of what may ul- 
timately be hundreds of billions 
of petrodollars begin flowing 
into the country's treasury, the 
governments vision of Iraq’s 
future — and its role in the 

world — has started to change. 

The government has already 
embarked on a series of long- 
range adjustments that have 
produced some short-term para- 
doxes in Iraqi foreign policy: 

— While Iraq remains bound 
by a 15-y ear friendsHp jreaty 
with the Soviet Union, Baghdad' 
appears increasingly eager to 
obtain the. trade and technolo- 
gical benefits that can only flow 
from closer ties with the United 
States. 

— While Iraq continues to 
ritualisticaily rail against Zion- 
ism, Baghdad seems to be los- 
ing interest in the dream of 
using the Palest inian issue to 
unite the Arab world in one 
nation stretching from Moroc- 
co to the Euphrates. 

— Baghdad has begun to 

think of itself as a wealthy oil 
state— a country with many of 
the same concerns and* vulner- 
abilities as the petroleum-rich 
Arabian Gulf states. 

All of these signs of change 
remain tentative and, to some 
of Iraq's neighbors, still a. bit 
suspect as well 

Nobody really expects Iraq 
to change overnight. Baghdad, 
itself makes it dear tbat chan- 
ge will come slowly. 

The Iraqis, for instance, fed 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
hurt only his own country by 
abruptly severing his ties with 
the Soviet Union. Baghdad is 
not likely to do the same. 

But money — big money— and 
the tantalizing prospect of 
sharing in the Gulfs prosperity 
is having its impact on the 
Iraqi government’s perspective. 

The transformation of Iraq 
from an international borrower 
that had to borrow money from 
the Saudis just four years ago 
to a country tbat could ultimate, 
ly prove the richest in the Mid- 
dle East has plainly got Bagh- 
dad rethinking its future. 

That would not appear to be 
particularly good news for the 
Soviet Union. 

Baghdad's relationship with 


Moscow has been based from 
the outset on the Soviet's will- 
ingness to supply Iraq— at a 
time when its credit rating was 
not very high elsewhere— with 
large numbers of tanks and 
warplanes. 

Since striking it rich on oil, 
however, Iraq has quietly shin- 
ed almost half of its military 
purchases to the West. 

While taking care to get 
caught in the spare-parts sque- 
eze that crippled Egypt’s mili- 
tary following Sadat’s break 
with Moscow, Iraq has been 
negotiating with France to pur- 
chase sophisticated Mirages 
and Crotaie surface- to -air mis- 
siles. 

One reason for this turn to- 
ward the West lies in a severe 
Iraqi disenchantment with 
things Russian. 

After nationalizing the faci- 
lities of the Western oil com- 
panies operating in Iraq in 1972, 
Baghdad signed an agreement 
for technical assistance with the 
Soviet Machine Export Or- 
ganization. 

“The Iraqis ended up with a 
pile of cast iron drilling bits 
and strings of broken pipe," 
said a Western oil company 
executive. 

Today, with cash in the bank. 
Iraq is determined to buy the 
best. Declares Minister of In- 
formation Saad Qassem 
Hamoudi: “Iraq intends to 

catch up with the latest tech- 
nology — whatever the sources 
may be.” 

The impact of the economic 
pragmatism is already clear. 
Since oil prices quadrupled in 
1973, Iraq’s imports from the 
Soviet Union, Eastern Bloc 
countries and China have drop- 
ped from 25 to about 9 per 
cent while imports from the 
United States are up nine-fold. 

A continuation of this policy 
seems likely to ultimately bring 
closer* political ties with the 
West as well 

Last year, for example, Bagh- 
dad was reported to have secre- 
tly proposed selling a large 
amount of oil directly to the 
U.S. Defense Department, for 
stockpiling in America’s strate- 
gic petroleum reserve. 

Nothing came of that deal, 
but workers recently began put- 
ting a fresh coat of white paint 
on the building that bouses toe 
small U.S. Interest section in 
Baghdad, giving rise to specula- 
tion that Iraq was considering 
restoring the formal diplomatic 
relations that it severed follow- 
m* toe 1967 Arab -Isracli war.- 

That has not happened yet, 
even though Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance told Foreign Min- 
ister Hammadi at the United 
Nations last autumn that toe 
United States was ready to re- 
sume full relations with Iraq 
at any tone. 1

Honest money

We have been learning for 
some time that inflation da- 
mages the economy and all that 
live by it But inflation does 
more than material damage. 

•Inflation has ended the dol- 
lar’s role as a trustworthy 
measure of values. Dealings 
and contracts based on the 
dollar have become deceptive. 
Ihis-4s not simply a cause of 
economic injury- It is a moral 
is well as an economic issue. 
Without honest money the eco- 
lomic dealings of the United 
States will be neither efficient 
tor even honest 
If our contracts were made 


in terms of frequently shrink- 
ing measures of weight, time 
or space, as we buy food, sell 
our labor, or acquire real as- 
sets. we would probably regard 
that as cheating and as into- 
lerable. Yet the case is much 
the same when we are dealing 
with monetary values. 

-Nothing that is expressed, in 
dollars any longer means what 
it says. Inflation is like a 
country where nobody speaks 
the truth. It introduces an ele- 
ment of deceit into all our 
economic dealings. 

Everybody now makes con- 
tracts knowing perfectly well . 
that they will not be kepf in 
terms of constant values. But t 
-any specific allowance made 
for inflation in such a contract 
is bound to be speculative. We . 


do not know whether the most 
valuable part of the contract 
may not turn out to be the 
paper it is written on. This con- 
dition cannot be reconciled with 
honesty. 

1 The moral issues posed by 
, 102 x 1100 go beyond what 1 
consider deceit. (There are 
other forms of moral deficiency, 
and inflation involves some of 
the . least attractive.) Inflation 
is a means by which the strong 
can more effectively exploit the 
strategically positioned and 
the well-organized can gain at 
the expense of the unorganiz- 
ed and the aged. . . 

Inflation is also a means by 
which debtors can exploit cre- 
ditors. The debtor’s burden is 
reduced by inflation, the credi- 
tor’s assets are decimated. (High 


nominal interest rates provide 
no adequate compensation since 
interest is tax-deductible to deb- 
tors and taxable to creditors.). 

The small saver, by law, is not 
allowed to obtain an interest 
rate reflecting inflation. Inte- 
rest-rate ceilings on savings de- 
posits see to it that he will be 
a sufferer from inflation. 

In the eyes of economists 
and of government, inflation 
becomes a means of exploiting 
labor’s “money illusion,” name- 
ly, its supposed belief that “a 
dollar is a 1 dollar is a dollar.” 
It is thought that labor will 
respond favorably to a seem- 
ingly large wage offer that 
subsequently is eroded by in- 
flation. If labor fails to notice 
the track, it will keep working 
for less than it really demand- 


ed, and employment will be 
higher. But a government pre- 
tending to serve the nation’s 
interests by, say, misinforming 
the people about its military 
plans would be harshly taken 
to task. Why should trading 
on the people’s money illusion 
■be regarded differently? 

Business accounting is made 
deceptive by inflation, illusory 
profits on inventories, and 


likewise, illusory profits due to 
depreciation rules that allow 
to take into account only ori- 
ginal cost Instead of replace- 
ment cost or plant and equip- 
ment, grossly exaggerates true 
earnings. Taxes and dividends 
are paid trom possibly non- 
existent profits. 


Inflation also undermines the 
honesty or our public policies. 
It allows the politician to make, 
promises to at cannot be met in 
real terms, because, as the 
government overspends trying 
to keep loose promises, the 
value of the benefits it delivers 
shrinks, a permissive attitude 
toward innauon, allowing poli- 
ticians to validate their pro- 
mises by money creation, en- 
courages deceitful promises In 
politics. 

-inflation becomes a surrep- 
titious means of promoting 
changes in our economic, so- 
cial and political institutions 
that circumvent the democratic 
process. Inflation may end up 
making the existing system un- 
viabie. It does so, for instance, 
by making it almost impossible; 
to provide for the future by! 


private action. Personal savings, 
insurance, pension funds ail 
can oe wiped out by accelerat-j 
ing inflation.

Some of Charlene Peattie’s sand creations 
the road and picked some up 
to bring home. She also pur- 
chased clay from the potters 
at the caves of Jebel Al-Gar- 
rafa on a trip to Hofuf. Using 
a combination of clay and a 
“play dough” mixture, she fa- 
shioned small owls which she 
baked to hardness in her 
own oven. During an art show 
at Aramco in 1974, she dis- 
played these little creatures 


lenc says that 6he has made 
hundreds of them since. 

It was not always easy to 
get to Hofuf or convenient to 
find clay locally, so Charlene 
began to experiment with sand 
as well. She found that in 
combination with 1 ' glue and 
clay, it too became an interest- 
ing and useful art material. 
She uses no artificial colors 


in the sand. 

“Why should 1 add any 
thing?'* She ask^ “Nature has 
done it all for me. The na- 
tural beauty of the desert ha« 
always inspired me.

Charlene is not a newcomer 
to these desert scenes she su 
enjoys.

From mosquitos to locusts, pests plague the world

V; WASHINGTON — A plague 
. .of desert locusts is sweeping 
, _ across the Horn of Africa. At 
1 least 67 separate swarms, with 
4 billion locusts to a vwarm, 
have been identified in Ethiopia 
and Somalia this summer. 

In the United States the 
"locust's smaller cousin, the 
grasshopper, is eating its way 
in near record numbers through 
the grass, corn and bean fields 
'■ of the Dakotas, Nebraska, Kan- 
-"sas and Missouri. In the rich 
alfalfa fields of eastern Colo- 
rado, farmers have counted 180 
grasshoppers per square meter. 

“The last year it was this bad 
was 1958,”’ said Richard Cow- 
■ : -F lec of the U.S. Animal and 
->lant Health Service.' 1 ‘'There 
• ire crop growers in Colorado 
who are already devastated this 
rear by grasshoppers.” 

‘ - Not since the dust bowl days 
■r-if the 1930s has the United 
. : States been so assaulted by 
- >ests. The gypsy moth in the 
Northeast, the fire ant in the 
-■-Southeast, the corn borer in 
. : : he Midwest and the grasshop- 
..*r in the Plains states now 
ifest the nation in record 
umbers. 

And the picture is the same 
- irough much of the rest of the 
• .iorid. Insect pests, long under 
... ontrol, are making a comeback 


Mosquitoes are one of the best 
examples, biting the world's po- 
pulation in such numbers that 
malaria is a worldwide d'sease 
again. 

“Malaria is rapidly becoming 
major disease in parts of the 
world that haven’t been troubl- 
ed by malaria in 20 years,” 
said Dr. Clifford Peas of the 
U.S. Agency for International 
Development. “Malaria is on 
its way to becoming a major 
international problem.” 

Rising counts of malaria 
are being recorded in Thailand, 
India, Lebanon, Brazil, Guate- 
mala, Honduras, Colombia and 
Haiti. Fully half the 200 million 
cases of malaria that struck the 
world -in: the lost year have 
stricken Africa. An' estimated: 
one million children died from 
malaria in the last year there. 

The. reasons for the rise in, 
pestilence around the world are 
not simple. They involve cli- 
matic variations, changes in 
agricultural patterns, the ban- 
ning of certain pesticides for 
environmental reasons and 
widespread insect resistance that 
makes others ineffective. 

The main reason for the in- 
crease in malaria, which the 
World Health Organization es- 
timates has risen more than 25 
per cent in the last two years, 
is the rapid advance of mos- 


quito resistance to insecticides. 

No fewer than 43 species of 
malaria- carrying mosquitoes are 
immune to the potent BHC 
(benzene hexachloride) and diel- 
drin, which almost wiped out 
the malaria mosquito 20 years 
ago. And the disease has 
grown resistant to antimalarial 
drugs. 

Whatever the reasons, the 
results are devastating. India 
was able to reduce the number 
of its malaria victims from 100 
million in 1952 to 60,000 10 
years later. By 1976. the num- 
ber was back up to 6 million. 
WHO officials say the numbers 
are still on the rise. Neighbor- 
ing Pakistan and Bangladesh are 
suffering similarly. 

The reasons for thefe- locusts 
in the Horn of Africa are even 
more complex. The drought 
that plagued the region for 
more than five years gave way 
a year ago to unusually heavy 
rains, which weather forecas- 
ters say will persist for at least 
another year. 

The rain did two things. It 
gave the locusts the moist soil 
they need to breed, and it grew 
the vegetation they need to 
thrive. So quickly did the locust 
population grow that as many 
as 80 swarms were counted ear- 
ly this year. 

One swarm flew across the 
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Indian ocean to Pakistan and 
Indian, where the locusts were 
brought under control through 
extraordinary effort. Most of 
the locusts now are in Ethiopia 
and Somalia, but there are some 
in Yemen and Oman across the 
southern end of the Arabian 
penisnsula. 

Most pesticides are useless 
against the adult locusts, which 
grow to a length of 10 centi- 
meters and come together in 
swarms that block out the sun 
.for hours at a time when they 
take to the sky. 

Each locust eats its weight 
equivalent every day. They 
eat seeds, leaves, flowers fruit 
and bark. When they swarm 
on to trees their weight alone 
breaks the limb*, this, year the 
50 swarms identified in Ethio- 
pia and the 17 jn Somalia have 
eaten huge swaths of grassland 
as well as grains like millet, 
teff, sorghum and com. 

"The people in Ethiopia and 
Somalia claim the locusts 
haven’t damaged the food 
crops yet,” said the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture’s 
Joseph Gentiy, a leading ex- 
pert in the desert locust. “If 
that's true, it's only a matter 
of time before it happens.” 

It was a similar cycle of 
drought followed by wet wea- 
ther that brought out the grass- 
hoppers in the American West. 
Like locusts, grasshoppers will 
eat almost anything. They'll 
feed on range grass but prefer 
crops if they can get them. 

“I’ve seen them defoliate 
oak trees, and that’s pretty 
hard eating,” said Homer Autry 
of the U.S. Animal and Plant 
Health Service. “We have pic- 
tures of them eating wooden 
fence posts and pitchfork han- 
dles. Anything with cellulose 


that will keep them alive.” 

What Autry says is the worst 
grasshopper infestation in 20 
years may have been triggered 
by more than the right weather 
conditions. The nationwide 
ban on the persistent pesticides 
like heptachlor. dieldrin, aldrin 
and chlordane may also have 
something to do with it. The 
allowable substitutes like mala- 
thion are more expensive and 
less effective. 

Making matters worse is the 
trend among farmers to make 
their croplands bigger and big- 
ger, thus removing any effective 
barriers to grasshopper migra- 
tion. The grasshoppers can 
literally eat their way across 
the country. 

“It's an ideal situation for 
pests to build up devastating 
epidemics,” the Animal and 
Plant Health Service's Aufry 
said. “If you have a one-acre 
field, there’s just so many bugs 
can build up in the field, but if 
you have thousands of acres 
far as the eye can see you’re 
going to get millions and mil- 
lions of bugs.” 

Grasshoppers don’t migrate 
as widely and as quickly as 
locusts, but they move a lot 
fas ter than most other insects. 

The federal government still 
sprays some grassland, because 
so much of it is federally own- 
ed, but even there the United 
States bears only one third of 
th e cos t. 

The situation is analogous 
in the war against the African 
desert locust Ten years ago, 
the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture financed the spraying of 
the African Horn with persis- 
tent pesticides that all but wip- 
ed out a threatening locust epi- 
demic. This year no such spray- 
ing was permissible. — (WF)

The nnmi» of Stari D. V. Gore 
may not strike a responsive 
chord, but Mr. Gore dearly 
earned a niche in the Hall of 
Fame because of a defensive 
play be made In a tournament 
played in Calcutta. The deal 
was published in the Indian 
Bridge World magazine. 

West chose the ace of clubs 
as his lead against four hearts 
and shifted to a trump. De- 
clarer took the trump lead in 
dummy with the jack and 
playeda spade, losing tbe nine 
to West's ten. 


West led another trump, and 
it was on this trick that Mr. 
Gore made the remarkable 
discard of the ace of spades: 
As a result declarer went 
down one. He simply could not 
avoid losing two more spade 
tricks to West's K-J. 

Actually, South played 
another spade from dummy, 
but West took the tnck with 
the jack, led a third round cf 
trumps, and later scored the 
setting tnck with the king of 
spades. 

To appreciate the beauty of 
Mr. Gore's ex tra ordinary 
play, let's assume that he bad 
made the more normal dis- 
card of a club or a diamond an 
West's second trump lead. In 
that case. South would have 
played a second round of 
spades from dummy and East 
would have won the trick with 
the ace. Whatever East played 
next South could later ruff a 
spade in dummy and so make 
the contract. 

Mr. Gore realized early m 
the play that tbe ace of spades 
was a millstone around his 
neck, and he therefore parted 
with it as quickly as possible. 
He deduced from declarer's 
first spade play of the nine 
that West was practically sure 
to have either tbe K-J-10 or 
K-Q-10, as declarer would 
have played a higher spade 
than the nine had be betd tbe 
K-Q, K-J.Q-J.or just the kins.

Two wegks ago Robot -Kane, 
president of the U -S. Olympic 
Committee, told Los Angeles 
the USOC would be ready to 
guarantee a financial loss if the 
games go ahead in the Califor- 
nian city, 

IOC cources have said there 
is no basic objection to this, 
provided both Los Angeles and 
the U.S. Olympic Committee 
sign a contract. 

In May the IOC provisional- 
ly awarded the 1984 games to 
Los Angeles on condition the 
city signed a contract by Inly 
31. When the deadline was rea- 
ched, and no contract had been 
sighed. Mayor Tom Bradley 
said he would recommend to 
.the Los Angeles City Council 
that the application for the 
games be withdrawn. 

The IOC extended the dead- 
line to Aug. 21 and persuaded 
Los Angeles to go on talking. 

The new deadline expires 
next Monday. Killani n indica- 
ted it might be extended again 
by a few days, hut if Los An- 
geles is to stage the games the 
contract must be agreed be- 
fore the IOC executive board 
goes into session at Lausanne 
Ang. 29. 

Killanin has authority as 
president to accept a contract. 
But if the issue is still unre- 
solved the IOC executive board 
wOl discuss an alternative site.

PARIS, Aug. 18 (AP)— It 

carried three brave Americans 
across the sea in the first- 
ever transatlantic journey by 
balloon. Once ] 1 stories high 
and carrying five tons, it lay 
collapsed in a grai afield, a fal- 
len rit&r. ripped to shreds for 
souvenirs. 

Like the Eagle that carried 
three men to the moon and 
was abandoned to eternal or- 
bit, the balloon called Double 
Eagle II will never serve man 
again. 

Buf Larry Newman, Ben Ab- 
ruzzo' and Maxie Anderson, 
adventurers from Albuquer- 
que, New Mexico ,will join 
Charles Lindbergh, the Mont- 
golfier brothers, Amelia Ear- 
hart and Admiral Byrd m av- 
iation's hall of fame. 

Like the “Spirit of St 
Louis" that propelled Lmdberg 
across the Atlantic for the first 
time 51 years ago, Double 
Eagle II landed in Ranee. 

And what remains of Doa- 
ble Eagle n is to be flown 
back to the United States to 
join Lindbergh's Spirit of St. 
Louis m the Smithsonian Mu- 
seum in Washington. 

Newman, Abruzzo and An- 
derson received the same ef- 
fusive, cheering welcome as 
Lindbergh, although on a 

E. Germany tops 
cycling races 

MUNICH. West Germany 
Ang. 18 (AP) — Clocking a 
world record time. East Ger- 
many’s defending champion 
amateur pursuit team set a 
blistering pace in quarterfinal 
qualifications Friday at the 
world cycling championships. 

The four-man team covered 
4 kilometers in 4:17.97 min- 
utes for an average speed of 
55.025 kph to do mina te the 
20-team trials at the Munich 
Olympics Velodrome. 

West Germany, the silver 
medalist in 1977, had the se- 
cond fastest time for the Fri- 
■day night round of eight " m 
4:21.64 

The East Germans lave al- 
ready won both men’s Olympic 
disciplines contested so far — 

1,000 meter time trials on 
Wednesday and the individual 
pursuit Thursday. 

They would sweep the other 
two events in the Olympic ca- 
tegory if they win the team 
pursuit finals and the men’s 
sprints in competition Satur- 
day night 


smaller scale because they fell 
short rf populous Paris. 

Champagne corks popped, 
drenching the balloonists. 
Blue-informed gendarmes 
wearing the same flat-topped 
kepis that they sported in Lin- 
dbergh's time struggled to hold 
back hordes of applauding, 
autograph -see king French- 
men. 

Many were motorists travel- 
ing the nearby highway who 
saw the gigantic balloon drift- 
ing earthward and stopped in 
astonishment. Others were vil- 
lagers from the surrounding 
countriside. 

More crowds gathered out- 
side the U.S. Ambassador's re- 
sidence to hail the conquering 
heroes as they arrived for i 
tearful rendezvous with their 
wives. 

“My, did we we have a 
welcome," the exhilarated 
three said in unison. 

They fell 100 kilometers 
short of le Bourget Airport, 
Paris, where Lindbergh landed 
and where they also dreamed 
of putting down, because 
“Lindbergh has been an ins- 
piration to many generations 
of Frenchmen and Ameri- 
cans," as Anderson put it. 

Were they disappointed it 
not reaching Paris? “Slightly." 
said Abruzzo, 48. “But it is 


only 50 miles short of our 
goal so we did cover 3,000 
miles or so. We set the world 
record for endurance, ihe 
world record for distance and 
we did cross the Atlantic so 
we ean’l be too disappointed." 

Six day earlier they had ta- 
ken off from Maine and hea- 
ded into the forbidding, end- 
less expanses of the Atlantic, 
connected to base by nothing 
but a radio, and with nothing 
but the wind to carry them 
East. 

Halfway across the ocean 
the dome of the 160,000- cubic- 
foot balloon became encrusted 
with ice and they dropped 
dangerously close to the roiling 
sea. 

Storms blew around them 
as they huddled in Lbe shallow 
catamaran-iike gondola sus- 
pended from the balloon. 

"One time when we were 
out in the middle of the At- 
lantic. where we always seem- 
ed to be," Anderson said, "an 
American air sea rescue plane 
came out and circled us. 
They said the winds were 17 
knots. We had 34 or 35 hours 
left and at that point there 
was no way at 17 knots we 
could make it — but the winds 
picked up." 

The wind, always the wind. 
It was an obsession. Their

lives and their mission depen- 
ded on it. Capricious, treache- 
rous, it was their only fuel. 

They slept only four horns 
a night, lived on sardines and 
hot dogs. 

Winds, threatened to blow 
away the U.S. flag that hung 
from the prow- of the gondola. 
Wind seared their skin and 
the sun turned their hands and 
faces and angry red. 

There was nothing alive at 

20,000 feet but them. “We 
were completely alone ” said 
Anderson. 

Of the storms, Anderson 
recalled, “They’re all around 
you and you hear the seas 
roaring below, and you know 
if you go down you're in bad 
shape." Then they drifted 
over the Irish shore Wednes- 
day night, not knowing they 
had achieved their first goal 
until they saw the lights of 
town through a break in the 
clouds. 

They were in good shape, 
with enough altitude, ballast 
and helium to keep them go- 
ing, so they decided too skip 
Ireland, waft over Britain and 
head for Europe on the traH 
of “Luckie Lindy."

Ray reiterates his innocence 




WASHINGTON, Aug. 18: 
(AP) — James Earl Ray con- 
ceded Friday he had made a 
detailed and unqualified con- 
fession to the murder of Dr. 
Martin Luther King, and 
would do so again in the 
same circumstances. But "ail 
guilty pleas are not made in 
heaven,” he said. 

Ray, in his third day of 
testimony to the House Assas- 
sinations Committee, was 


questioned time and again 
about why. if he. were inno- 
cent, he repeatedly affirmed 
in a Memphis court on March 
10, 1969, that he “fired a shot 
from the second floor bath- 
room in a rooming house and 
fatally wounded Dr. King.”

Smith says Salisbury 
discussing conference 


BULAWAYO. Rhodesia, 
Aug. 18 (AP) — Prime Minis- 
ter Ian Smith said Friday the 
transition administration is 
discussing an agenda with 
U.S. and British envoys for 
new settlement talks with na- 
tionalist guerrilla leaders. 

Although Smith adopted his 
most flexible stance yet on 
the all-party conference the 
Western powers are trying to 
organize to bring peace and 
black rule to this country, he 
stressed that the government 
has made no firm decisions. 

“We are not opposed to a 
conference,” Smith told re- 
porters after opening a fund- 

Janata peace

NEW DELHI, Aug. 18 (AP) 
— Influential groups were re- 
ported Friday blocking a pro- 
posal that mediators earner 
said had ended a six-week 
squabble in India's ruling Jana- 
ta Party. 

Under the proposal, dissi- 
dent leader Charan Singh 
would be given the powerful 
post of party president Singh, 
72, the former home minister, 
was dropped from the cabinet 
in June over differences with 
Prime Minister Morazji Desai. 

“Charan Singh is willing to 
become party president,” an 
aide told the Associated Press. 
“The problem is over at the 
prime minister's house.” 

The major stumbling block, 
according to most press reports, 
was Singh's refusal publicly 
to withdraw allegations that 
Desai 's son Kantilal had en- 
gaged in the influence-peddling 
and other corrupt practices* 

Singh met Desai Thursday 
evening for what was billed as 
a two-hour meeting of reconci- 
liation. It ended in 30 minutes 
with the former home minister 
looking grim and Desai telling 
reporters: "The talks are going 
on- We will meet again.”

Sa- 
wyer quoted from a letter 
Ray had written an earlier at- 
torney on Oct 4, 1978, in 
which he said “I'm just letting 
you know everything is all 
right I'm still gaining weight 
and sleeping 84 hours a day.” 

Ray replied that "you don't 
deteriorate overnight. It takes 
four or five months, some- 
times eight months when 
you’re in solitary.” But he 
conceded also that he exercis- 
ed regularly and could walk 
the length of his cell on his 
hands.

Lubbe said Tabalaza was 
brought to his office around 2 
p.m. on the day he died. Taba- 
laza told him: "I am frightened 
that if I do not make a state- 
ment then I will be beaten when 
I am taken back to Sanlam 
(security police headquarters)/' 

Lubbe said he had not taken 
the statement because Tabalaza 
had indicated he was under 
pressure to do so. 

Lubbe said he had told the 
security policeman escorting 
Tabalaza about the suspect's 
fear, but added he had not 
thought of asking Tabalaza why 
he was afraid. 

Wilfred Cooper, senior coun- 
sel for the Tabalaza family, 
told the inquest that Tabalaza 
had been making a serious al- 
legation. 

“This incident cannot. be 
dealt with in isolation. that 
day the Sanlam building had 
attained a certain notoriety.” he 
said.

Tomb found 
in Macedon 
may be ferny's 

SALONIKA. Greece, Aug. 
18 (AP) — An ancient uni Dot- 
ed royal tomb has been dis- 
covered in the village of Ver- 
ging northern Greece. It pre- 
sumably belonged to a king of 
Macedon. archaeologist Ma- 
nolis Andronikos raid Friday. 

He said it was too early to 
determine whose tomb it was 
as excavations are continuing. 
His team has not enteredjhc 
tomb yet. 

Andronikos won internatio- 
nal acclaim last year when he 
uncovered the unlooted tomb 
said to belong to King Philip 
of Macedon. father of Alexan- 
der the Great. The tomb con- 
tained solid gold boxes within 
marble sarcophagi, gold laurel 
wreaths, gold and silver vases 
and remains’ of royal appard 


But after hours of uncertain- 
ty over his whereabouts, the 
Romanian .government news 
agency Agerpress said Hua and 
Ceausescu had continued talks 
in Bucharest. It said nothing 
about the subjects discussed. 

There was no official expla- 
nation for the change of plan, 
although some Romanian offi- 
cials suggested privately that 
Hua and Ceausescu were work- 
ing out economic problems.
